itJUMARKS 




During the week ending the loth Hob . uary, 1911 in 
British India and in the Indian States shown in 
this statement, the total number of deaths recorded 
in 219 towns having a population of 30,000 and over was 
9,215. The mid-year estimated population of these towrn 
was 26,200,755 and the death rate was IS - 2 per thousand 
of the population. Births in the same towns numbered 
14,588 giving a birth rate of 23 ‘9 per thousand of the popula- 
tion. In British India alone the corresponding birth and 
death rates were 28*9 and 18*3 per thousand of the popula- 
tion respectively. 

(A) British India. — In British India, Benaros was the 
only town which had a high death rate of 55 • 7 per thousand 
of the population. This high death rate was to a larg extent, 
due to deaths from fevers and respiratory, diseases. 

In 202 towns in British India there were 55 deaths from 
oholera, 69 deaths from smallpox and 09 deaths from plague. 
Of the deaths from oholera, Calcutta recorded 25 ; Howrah 
17 ; Tollygunj 7 ; Nabadwip and Barlsai 2 oaoh ; Berampur 
and Orahm&nbaria one eaoh. Of the deaths from smallpox 


Oaloutta recorded 18 ; Delhi city and Wardha 7eaoh, Howrah 
Hyderabad and Ajmer 3 eaoh. Lndhiana, Lakhnow, 
Nabadwip, Satara, Parle Andheri, Karaohi andBeawar 2 each; 
Peshawar, Bhlwanl, Ambala, Fazilka, Lahore, Gujrat Rawat* 
piudi, Lyallpur, Jhang-Maghiana. Jamshedpur, Tollygunj , 
Ahmedabad, Poona and Bjlgaum one eaoh. Of the deaths 
from plague Benares recorded 18 ; Gorakhpur 10 ; Vellore 9 : 
Cawnpore 5 ; Ambala and Jaunpur 4 eaoh ; Pandharpur and 
Dindigul 3 eaoh : Ohapra, Poona and Sholapur 2 eaoh ; 
Allahabad, Debra-Dun, Muzaffarnagar, Dhulia, Satara, 
Tiravannamalai and Vinlyambadi one eaoh. 

(B) Indian Whites.— Amongst the Indian States shown 
in this statement, there was no town whioh had a high death 
rate of 50 or over per thousand of the population. 

In 17 towns in Indian States there were 9 deaths from 
smallpox of whioh 6 were recorded in Jamnagar city and 
one eaoh in Baroda, oity, Oambay city and Porbandar. 
Thorn were 2 deaths from plague were recorded in Mysore 
City, oholera was absent during the week.
